DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request made in the telephonic communication of 6/1 6/2004 for 
reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action, when taken 
together with the changes made to the language of the claims in the After-Final 
Amendment filed 4-30-2004, is persuasive and therefore the finality of that action is 
withdrawn. 

2. Claims 3,4,11,12,19, and 20 have been cancelled by the amendment of 4-30- 
2004. Claims 1, 2, 5-10, 13-18, and 21-24 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5-10, 13-18, and 21-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field, Klemba et al, US 5,651 ,068, when taken singly 
or in reasonable combination with the other prior art in the field, does not teach the 
combination of features found in the independent claims of; a method as in independent 
claim 1 ; a computer system as in independent claim 1 0 carrying out the method of claim 
1 ; and a computer program product as in claim 17 which carries a program that when 
executed causes the computer system to carry out the method of determination of the 
geographic location of a software program via a GPS signal utilized by an I/O device of

a computer, selection of an encryption level by the computer based on the geographic 
location, and executing the software program according to the selected encryption level.
